 WHEREAS, National Hospital Week is an annual observance to recognize the important 

roles hospitals play in the healthcare system, communities, and the economy; and

 WHEREAS, the members of this General Assembly recognize and honor the healthcare 

professionals who support the health and well-being of their communities and patients through 

the dedication and care they provide on a daily basis at Tennessee's hospitals; and 

 WHEREAS, it is appropriate to thank the hospitals across this State for everything they

recognize May 10-16, 2020, as Hospital Week for the outstanding and essential healthcare 

services these hospitals provide to the citizens of Tennessee.
